Malaria may be stamped out of the 
Panam a canal zone by the American 
army medical authorities on duty there 
by the same methods substantially by 
which yellow fever has been banished 
from the zone. 
The work of abolishing malaria is go­ 
ing ahead steadily, and should it prove 
successful it will revolutionize the work 
of digging the canal. 
That is to say, if 
the thousands of men engaged in con­ 
struction of the great waterway were re­ 
lieved from the ravages of malaria and 
the effective strength of the force thus 
increased, the task of completing the 
canal would be made much simpler and 
easier. 
The effort to cope with malaria con­ 
sists in the destruction of the mosq uito, 
of the variety k nown as the anopheles, 
which carries the malaria germ. 
Should the canal zone he free« ! from 
the curse of malaria, there Is no doubt 
the seq uel would be that efforts would 
be undertak en seriously in this country 
to rid some of the malaria-strick en re- 
gious of the United States of the disease. 
The reports of the Isthmian canal c« >m- 
m:gsion 
sh o w that wonderful success has 
been achieved on the canal z« *ne iri com­ 
bating yellow fever. 
Since 11)05. yellow 
fever has been banished from the canal 
zone. 
Lately, a single case has appeared 
there, but thus far there lias been no 
infection from it.

Mexican Natives Mak e of It a Remedy 
Against the Fly Plague. 
It is perhaps difficult to account for 
the fact that certain very harmless fel­ 
low creatures of ours are almost invari­ 
ably look ed upon with repulsion if not 
with absolute horror. 
The number of in­ 
dividuals who care to have snak es as 
pets is comparatively few, and those 
who are interested in spiders must form 
even u smaller class. 
Sentiment 
is 
occasionally powerful 
enough indeed to overcome antipathy to 
what is loathsome. 
There are parts of 
Britain in which even a member of the 
so-called 
weak er sex will 
view with 
eq uanimity a red spider running over her 
sleeve, whereas she would tread remorse­ 
lessly under foot tlie common or garden 
variety. 
For the red spider is u pre­ 
cursor of wealth. 
The utility of the spi ler, the fact that 
it lias a part to play in the economy of 
nature, is very siowly being recognized 
in this country, but there are regions of 
the world where sentiment 
has given 
place to 
the 
conviction 
that certain 
classes at any rate of the insect play a 
role that is both useful and beneficial to 
man.

; a mission in a district <d‘ Mexico which 
I he calls Michoacan, has brought back 
1 tidings of a spider’s nest which is used 
I by the natives for self-protection during 
1 the rainy 
season and which forms a 
; notable addition to the adornment of the 
[ rooms in which they live. 
In the Bul­ 
letin de la Societe National« * d’Acclimata- 
ti« m he describes the nioaq uero, as it is 
called, which has been used as a remedy 
for the fly plague from time immemorial. 
At the beginning of the rainy season the 
exodus from the villages begins. 
The 
inhabitants stream up the wooded hill 
sides; and tin* picture he draws of the 
long procession of branches, each «>f 
which contains one or more coveted rnos- 
q uero, reminds one of tiie wood of Duu- 
sinane. 
The nests are large enough to cover a 
space <*f a couple <»f sq uare yards and 
are lik e a huge sponge. 
This is strung 
to the branches by thick threads which 
act as cables. 
Then come the thinner 
and stick y ropes which are to act as 
catchers of the harmful, unnecessary tiy. 
The inside of the nest is simply a 
mesli of interwoven lines pierced with 
passages and galleries—all k ept in a stat« * 
of perfect sweetness by a tiny parasite, 
one of the coleoptera, swarms of which 
live and move, have their being and find 
their nurture within its recesses. 
The 
season goes on, the nest increases con­ 
centrically in size. 
As each capture is 
made it is secured by freshly made webs 
and the remains, after host ami parasite 
have satisfied their appetites, becomes an 
integral part of the surface of the nest. 
—Westminster Gazette.

Certain lesson s mu st be learn ed for 
their own safety by the dog s u sed sole­ 
ly for defen se an d police dog s, of 
whom is requ ired a more su btle in telli 
g en ce. 
For in stan ce, they mu st refu se 
to accept food from an y on e, althou g h 
their master may n ot be presen t to 
restrain them. 
An other item settled on the prog ram 
was the heig ht of the ju mps requ ired 
of the dog s.

It belon g s to the g rou p 
of diseases called rheu matic, for it oc­ 
cu rs frequ en tly in person s who hav e 
other rheu matic or g ou ty trou bles, or 
in whose family these affection s pre­ 
v ail; an d it is ex cited by the same 
thin g s—ex posu re to cold an d damp, 
for ex ample, ov er-fatig u e, in discretion 
in eatin g or drin kin g —that are be­ 
liev ed to brin g on an attack of rheu ­ 
matism in the join ts. 
An y or all of the .mu scles may he 
the heat of n eu ralg ia, hu t those most 
common ly affected are the mu scles of 
the n ock, of the shou lder, an d of the 
loin s. 
In children it often takes the 
form of stiff n eck, while in person s of 
middle life the mu scles of the loin s 
are n ot in frequ en tly attacked, con sti­ 
tu tin g what is kn own an d dreaded by 
those who hav e frequ en t attacks of 
lu mbag o.

fected mu scles— worse in raw, da.mn 
weather.

E v ery year following the holiday sea­ 
son, so physicians assert, there is an epi­ 
demic of contagious diseases among little 
folk, the most common of which are 
whooping cough, measles, scarlet fev er 
and diphtheria, all of which are to be 
av oided 
if possible, for no up-to-date 
doctor believ es, as did the grandm others 
of 
the 
last generation, th a t chilldreu 
should be allowed “to catch” the measles, 
etc., early so as to get them ov er. P a r ­ 
ents. so say the wise men, should w atch 
their children’s diet, see that they are 
kept absolutely clean, hav e plenty of 
good fresh air and sunshine, and are not 
exposed t«» disease unnecessarily. 
W ith 
a degree of v igorous health the ability of 
catching a disease is lessened and in case 
they do take one their strong constitution 
will speedily trium ph ov er it. 
Not only should a m other guard her 
babies from contagion, but she should 
know the symptoms of each illness that 
she may immediately av oid any careless­ 
ness «»r exposure on the part of the child. 
Measles begin as a cold with running 
at the eyes and nose, and the rash is in 
« lark spots, first seen about the temples 
and on the face. 
M any 
parents 
will 
needlessly 
expose 
their 
children 
to 
measles and treat it as a trifling disease, 
yet. owing to carelessness in treating it. 
more children die of this contagion than 
from scarlet fev er or diphtheria. Then, 
t<» o, measles often leav es perm anent harm 
behind, such as ear, eye and throat trou­ 
bles. 
T he child should be kept warm and 
during the run of the disease should be 
kept in a darkened room that the eyes 
m ay not be injured, and it g« *es almost 
without saying that a physician should 
be called to attend the child. 
Though whooping cough is seldom fa­ 
tal. it is b« *st to call a doctor, for he 
can at least lessen the sev erity of the 
paroxysm s and prev ent it running into 
a 
protracted 
and 
exhausting 
cough, 
which 
saps 
the v itality of the small 
patient and leads to other troubles. 
Chickenp« x seldom runs ov er o week 
or ten days and appears in red spots, 
first 
about 
the neck and enrs. 
The 
child should be kept from taking cold 
and should be prev ented from scratching 
the scales, which oftentimes cause much 
irritation. 
Sweet oil is good to use on 
them. 
Scarlet fev er commences usually with 
©« re throat, fev « r, and oftentimes a sick 
stomach a ml v omiting, and the rash ap 
p« *ars as a general redness of th<* skin 
and shows itself first on the neck and 
chest. 
It is a disease th a t needs in 
©tant attention and it is a good thing 
to remember in doctoring children that 
it is better to call a physician too often 
or t« >o soon than to« » late. 
D iphtheria begins 
with 
n 
mark« « l 
weakness and the inflammation is in the 
back of the throat, or rather mouth 
Oftentim es, because a m other is ignor­ 
ant of the symptoms of this and other 
diseases, thinking them merely cold© «>r 
stomach rashes that will yield to home 
treatm ent, a physician is not called in 
until the disease has such a firm hold 
upon the little one that there is a time 
of great anxiety, ending perhaps in fa 
tal rt*sults. 
Mump« are easily detected 
by 
the 
swelling of the glands near the cars, 
though sometimes a mother may think 
a child has n case of m um ps when the 
swelling is cansed by tonsilitis. 
W ith 
tonsilitis, howev er, there is alw ays fev er 
and not alw ays with mumps. 
AH pa- 
tieuts should be guarded against catch­ 
ing cold, which is dangerous, sometimes 
resulting fatally, especially with boys. 
A nother thing mothers « hould guard 
against is eye diseases, some of which, 
such as inflammation, nr<* contagious and 
may be communicated from one child to 
another* ut school. 
Children should be 
w arned against exchanging hats, hoods, 
handkerchiefs, glov e« , v eils, and also of 
drinking out of the same cup. 
It is ir\ 
this w ay that, in spite of the w atchful­ 
ness 
of health 
authorities and 
school 
physicians, infectious disease is spread. 
The mother who i© careless in h(*r teach­ 
ings «»f health cautions to her children 
is the greatest 
menace to the public 
good health.

Prisoner in Italy Duped Into Revelation among 150 men. all fathers of families. 
of Assassination Plot. 
Cablegrams from Rome yesterday in­ 
dicate that the Italian government is hot 
on the trail of the accomplices of Gae- 
tano Bresci in the assassination of King 
Humbert in 1000, and that the United 
States authorities will be ask ed to aid in 
the extradition of the suspects. 
It is declared 
that 
an 
Anarchist 
named Sizzi, who is serving a term in the 
Parma prison, has revealed to the police 
the names of a number of Anarchists of 
Patersou, N. J., who are charged with 
having been concerned in the k illing of 
the Italian monarch. 
A decoy prisoner, 
it is said, was placed in the same cell 
with Pizzi, and the former, by pretending 
to be an Anarchist and advocating an­ 
other plot against the rules of that coun­ 
try, gained the confidence of Pizzi and 
got the desired information. Pizzi is said 
to have given to the decoy a complete 
history of the plot that led to the assas­ 
sination by Bresci. 
The police in this city have k nown, 
ever since the murder of the King of 
Italy, that Bresci was a member of the 
society called the “Group for 
Exist­ 
ence.” which had headquarters in Pater­ 
son. 
The late Lieut. Joseph Petrosini, 
chief of the Italian detective squad, was 
sent to Paterson, at the request of the 
Italian government, to look into the con­ 
spiracy. 
Petrosini made a report 
in 
which he said that the murder of King 
Humbert had been carefully plotted, and 
that President 
McKinley 
was 
also 
mark ed for death by the international 
circle of Anarchists in Hobok en and 
Paterson. Within a year after Petrosini 
made this report, which was regarded 
lightly by President McKinley, the Pres­ 
ident was shot down by Czolgosz in 
Buffalo. 
In his report Petroisino told of the 
pastime of members of the association 
in Paterson. They had a shooting gal­ 
lery, in which the targets were images 
of the rulers of the various nations of 
Europe. Not all of the members of tin* 
society were Italians; there were sev­ 
eral Spaniards and Frenchmen among 
them. 
Some of the accomplices of 
Bresci 
were captured in Europe. Quintavalli 
anil Louis Grannoti were both convicted. 
G ran not i escaped capture and is believed 
to be now in this country. Quintavalli 
was sent to the prison on the Island of 
Elba. 
Pizzi, the man who is supposed to 
have to’d the inner details of the plot, is 
believed to be the man of the same name 
who was prominent in Anarchist circles 
in Hobok en and Paterson before and 
after the murder of King Humbert. He 
was not implicated directly in the inves­ 
tigation after the assassination. He dis­ 
appeared about two years ago. 
If he has really confessed the com­

Electricity Superior to Drugs for Pro­ 
ducing Analgesia. 
Years of investigation by noted sur­ 
geons for a perfect anaesthetic which 
would have no detrimental effect on the 
heart or other vital organs of the patient 
have apparently been rewarded. 
Elec­ 
trify lias come to the relief of the sur­ 
geon. and investigation going on in the 
United Stales and abroad, just mode 
public, shows that electricity is far su­ 
perior to any of tlie drugs now used to 
produce analgesia. 
It produces a state 
of insensibility, by acting on the nerve 
centers of the brain, that is called “elec­ 
tric sleep." The sleep is not fatal, and 
when the electric current is opened the 
influence is immediately lost and the pa­ 
tient becomes conscious without feeling 
any of the after effects common with 
drug anaesthetics. Not only has electric­ 
ity been found of service in surgical 
cases, but, according to preliminary com­ 
munications recently submitted to med­ 
ical journals by leading physicians, can 
be used for resuscitating electrocuted 
animals. 
To Stephnne Leduc of Naples the med- 
Val profession is indebted for the compre­ 
hensive study of “eiectric sleep.” 
He 
has conducted numerous experiments on 
animals, most of them being very success« 
ful, and other investigators nre following 
in his footsteps. 
In this country the 
chief investigator in this lield has been a 
woman doctor of New York city, Dr. 
Louise G. Uobinovitcli. I>r. Uobinovitch 
lias performed some of the most delicate 
operations k nown to surgery with elec­ 
tricity as her anaesthetic, and has been 
very successful. 
All her operations have 
been on animals, the work being still too 
much in the experimental stage to be 
used freely on human beings. 
Some of 
the operations she has successfully per­ 
formed are trepanning within exposure 
of the brain, exposure of the large ar­ 
teries of the neck and operations calling 
for abdominal sections. 
She has found 
that electricity can be used in operations 
that are either local or internal, and 
with equal success, 
lti some cases when 
it is used locally the patient is awak e 
and can see the operation, as when sto­ 
vaine is used, without experiencing any 
pain. 


THE JUNGFRAU RAILWAY. 


It Progresses at Rate of Three or Four 
Meters Daily. 
Winter and summer work never stops 
in the piercing of the Jungfrau railway; 
and, according to the cost recent report, 
the average rate of progress daily is 
between three and four meters. At pres- 
eut 130 work men are engaged in bor­ 
ing a tunnel about halfway between 
the Eismeer station, 10,345 feet, and 
the Jungfraujoch, 11,090 feet, with spe­ 
cially constructed perforators work ed by 
onmrrt-wi' I air. 
The snow fles deep on 
the Jungfrau, and avalanches are fre­ 
quent at this time of the year; but the 
work men, who are mostly Italians under 
Swiss engineers, continue the boring in 
safety ami warmth inside the tunnel. 
It may be recalled that the Jungfrau 
railway, which is an electric rack and 
pinion line, with a maximum gradient 
of 1 in 4. was commenced in 1897, and 
the portion from the Scheidegg to the 
Eismeer 
station 
was 
opened 
to 
the 
public in 1905. 
From this point the 
line will be carried on to the terminus, 
Jungfrau station, 13.428 feet, which will

Men's ideals are un­ 
affected by the profound conviction that 
woman is the inferior animal, but when 
women see only the inferior animal in 
man, it acts upon them as the' loss of 
faith acts upon certain temperaments. It 
destroys their sense of duty, cuts them 
adrift from old ideals without setting up 
new ones, deprives them of all feeling of 
security, and leaves a yearning ache 
craving for some sort of satisfaction, 
and, finding none in the pursuits once 
dear, but now considered ineffectual for 
any good, and therefore not worth while, 
drives them to reck less extravagances of 
thought and conduct. 
From of old there have been opinions 
of men afloat among women the reverse 
of flattering, but not of men in general, 
only «>f odd specimens, and never ex­ 
pressed above a whisper. The woman of 
today judges men in the mass, and does 
not whisper. She jeers at them aloud, or 
laughs, or mourns for the pity of it, ac­ 
cording to her character and point of 
view. 
Tak ing the attainment of happi­ 
ness as the one thing worth living for— 
she scoffs at men for their failure to 
mak e the world a pleasant place to live 
in, for their Chinese conservation, their 
lack of enterprise in social reform, their 
hypocrisy, their stick -in-the-mud unpro­ 
gressive tendencies generally.

Chambers, 15 years old, be granted a per­ 
sonal allowance of $0500 annually from 
the estate inherited from his mother and 
father. 
Furthermore, Master Chambers 
desires to purchase and maintain two 
horses, with harness, livery and a tiny 
brougham, to which be had grown at­ 
tached during the lifetime of his parents. 
The boy’s father died on February 7 
of last year, and bis mother’s death oc­ 
curred on November 10. 
Robert Cham­ 
bers, the father, left Robert, Jr., by will 
personal property valued at $95,000, sev­ 
eral valuable lots iu Trenton, N. J., and 
a farm at Newton, N. J. 
The income 
from this property amounts to $5700 a 
year. 
The mother, who was Miss .Jose­ 
phine Blanche Singer, a member of the 
Singer sewing machine family, willed her 
son an estate which brings in annually 
about $30,000. 
The combined incomes, 
therefore, amount to $35,000 a year. 
Mr. Singer, the guardian, who is a 
brother of Robert’s mother, explained 
in court that “young Chambers should 
have at least $0500 a year to enable him 
to maintain his station in life.” 
He ex­ 
plained further that the boy had been 
reared in luxury.—New York American.

for his necessities. 
If grain is $1 a 
bushel on au advance to him of $100 he 
will agree to deliver to the party who 
advances the money 130 or 140 bushels 
of grain after the harvest. 
Should the 
crop fail it is carried over to the next 
year but under a new contract in which 
30 per cent, is added to the original 
amount. 
The farmer classes have no realizing 
sense of the injustice done them in mat­ 
ters of business. 
They are thus k ept 
destitute and poor and can hardly pro­ 
vide themselves with the common neces­ 
sities of life. 
The tools and implements 
used by them nre little different from 
those used by the patriarchs. 
The native farmers of the plains live 
in villages and under a communal s>in­ 
tern calculated to destroy every incen­ 
tive for the improvement of the land. 
It is apportioned by lot every 
three 
years, and each person is free to do as 
lie pleases with his portion. 
In some of 
the communities eacn villager or family 
own« a portion of the farm lands. 
Tiie 
original farm is subdivided among the 
survivors in each succeeding generation 
until eventually it is iu 
very 
small 
patches. 
There are a number of colonies estab­ 
lished ou the plains by the Jews and 
Germans. 
They are engaged in agricul­ 
ture and are far in advance of the na­ 
tives in methods of cultivation. Still these 
people use out of date farm implements 
and nre not provided with farm ma­ 
chinery to any extent. 
They are also 
very conservative, 
and would require 
considerable persuasion or other induce­ 
ment to influence them to change from 
their present methods. 
The conditions outlined nre those of 
southern Palestine. 
In the 
northern 
parts and in much of Syria it is different. 
The country as n whole northward is 
more fertile and the people are iu bet­ 
ter financial circumstances, and to some 
extent they use improved farm machin­ 
ery and implements. 
East of the Jordan is a vast region 
said to have a rich and productive soil, 
and its inhabitants are 
beginning to 
manifest interest in securing improved 
machinery and implements for farm pur­ 
pose« . 
A railroad has recently been con­ 
structed through this section, giving im­ 
proved 
transportation 
facilities, 
and 
some of the people are awak ening to 
the possibility of improved conditions 
with the adoption of better methods.— 
Daily Consular and Trade Reports.

Wanton Destruction of Birds on Ha­ 
waiian Reservation. 
The capture by the 
revenue 
cutter 
Thetis of twenty-three Japanese poach­ 
ers on Laysan island, within the H a­ 
waiian islands’ bird reservation, news of 
which was cabled here this week , has 
caused consternation among 
the 
local 
Japanese “fishermen” 
and 
they 
are 
hastening now to compy with the law 
by placing 5-inch brass numbers on the 
bows of their sampans lest they come 
under the suspicion of the United States 
authorities. 
There are dozens of powerful gasoline 
sampans in 
Honolulu harbor, all be­ 
longing to Japanese companies. They are 
ostensibly fishing boats, but some of 
them have been k nown to be absent from 
port for week s at a time and then to 
return without any fish. Some of them 
have been seen 100 miles and more west 
and south, Hitting about amoug the islets 
of the bird reservation and it has long 
been morally certain that they were en­ 
gaged in the trade of poaching on the 
bird islands. Millions of birds are k illed 
by the Japanese every year, but the 
capture by the Thetis 
of 
twenty-three 
Japanese and 259,000 bird wings is the 
first legal evidence that has been ob­ 
tained of the existence of the nefarious 
trade. 
Last summer forty or fifty powerful 
sampans were launched here, some of 
them being fitted with engines of 45- 
horsepower and capable of remaining at 
sea for week s at a time. No one be­ 
lieved that they were intended for the 
fishing trade, but it was impossible to 
prove the contrary until now. 
The Thetis is expected to arrive al­ 
most any day now with her prisouers 
and more definite information as to the 
methods of operations of the poachers 
may then he obtained. It* is k nown that 
the methods of the Japanese are cruel 
in the extreme. 
Capt. Walk er of Hono­ 
lulu tells of having seen thousands of 
birds lying on the shores of some of 
the bird islands with the wings torn off. 
The helpless creatures had been horribly 
mangled and left to die.—Honolulu Cor.

Erratic California Rivers. 
The unfortunate situation of settlers in 
the valley** of San Gabriel and Santa 
Ana rivers in southern California calls 
attention to the danger threatening that 
region in any season of unusual rainfall. 
The beds of these rivers nre as dry as 
a bone during the greater part of the 
year, the water being diverted for pur­ 
poses of irrigation, but in time of flood 
they often become raging torrents. As 
the river beds have mostly been chok ed 
with deposited sand and silt tin* course 
that a flood may tak e is quite uncertain. 
It is in fact more lik ely to cut a new 
channel through highly improved proper­ 
ty than to stick to the path assigned on 
the map. 
This is what the San Gabriel river has 
done in the Los Nietos valley, a fertile, 
alluvial plain studded with valuable or­ 
chards and homes. In fact the course of 
this river has changed more than once 
since the American settlement, as the 
name “old river" and “new river” serve 
to indicate. Something of the same sort 
is happening on the upper reaches of the 
Santa Ana river near Riverside, and even 
on the lower reaches in Orange county 
bad washouts are reported.
